Tiio Constitutional Question, 

The greatest ^iiovanco under which 
the Culoniats labor is tho want of n 
constitution that secures thorn, a 
propor representation in tho Legisla- 
tive Council. Taxation without repre- 
sentation is a gonteol mode ot deprive 
iDg a man ot his power to tosist your 
dotuanda,and thon rilling hi.8 jioclcetsof 
their contonts. No country can long 
onjoy peaco and quietneso, and no 
Government can command the rospect 
oi a pooplo whose common sonso and 
intelligence it persistently insults by 
declaring that it ia not lit for reproi 
, sontativo iastitutioiiH, and whose souso 
of justico it constantly outrugosby tho 
infliction ol' onerous and unjust inn 
posts. The modicum ol liberty once 
onjoyod by tho people of this Island 
was swopt away by tho Act of Union, 
and in placo of tho Legislative As- 
sembly, through tho medium of which 
wo wero wont to make our wants 
known, we have tho hybrid gathering 
at .New Westminster, to which wo arc 
graciously permitted to send four 
popular tn cm bora to battle lor the 
rights of their constituents against a 
phalanx of Government officials. The 
position that we occupy is humiliating, 
and wo shall not cease to raise our 
voico until tho people, through their 
representatives, shall have had seem cd 
to them tho control of tho puhlio 
pt'.rso. Tho constitutional motion ui 
Air DoCosuios in tho Council wo re- 
gard as ono of grave and momentous 
import. It calls for a chango in the 
constitution of the Council, so aa to 
make tho total number of members 
twenty-four— one-third ot whom shall 
bo appointed by tho Crown, and iho 
remaining two-thirds elected (not 
selected) by tho people. While wo 
would not bo understood as endorsing 
tho wholo of the remarks of tho bon. 
gentleman in speaking to tho motion, 
and while wo doubt tho ability of tho 
country to pay its Councillors lor their 
sorvicos at tho present time, his re- 
marks gonorally expressed tho feeling 
of tho largest and most conservative 
portion of tho people of Vancouver 
Island and tho upper country. Tho 
rights which tho lion, member moved 
to restore wore taken from us without 
our consent. Wo wero "juggled" out 
of them. In tho trusting loyalty ol 
our hearts wo placed our liberties in 
the hands of tho RusgcII Govornmont, 
and every Colonist has good reason to 
know how completely wo wero " taken 
in" by those in whom wo reposed 
confidence. Wo behove, however, that, 
bad as our condition is, and desperate 
as tho chances seem against us, 
good may bo dono by a wiso, temper- 
ato and full discussion ot tho sub- 
ject. Nothing can bo gained by 
imitating tho example of Micawbor. 
If wo want "something to turn up" 
wo shall have to turn it ourselves. It 
will only bo by agitating this and 
other questions of vital importance 
that wo shall bo enabled to convince 
our rulers that when they donounced 
us as unfitted for Representative Cov* 
ernment they cither wantonly in- 
hulted tho Colonists or committed a 
vory stupid error. Wo hope that the 
motion of the honorable gentleman 
will be pressed to a vote. Sooner or 
later tho Government must give way 
— if not this season, then the next. 

The Legal Professions* 

Tho Ordinance contained in another 
column secures to Island Barristers. 
Attorneys, Notaries Public and Clerks, 
tho samo rights and privileges as those 
enjoyed by tho Legal Professions ot 
British Columbia. Tho Ordinance 
extends tho provisions of the Le<>al 
Professions' Act, lSO;J, Irom tho main- 
land to Vancouver Island, and having 
been passed by tho Council, will, 
without doubt, receive the Executive 
sanction. Conddoruiion of the bill 
to amalgamate tho Legal Professions 
has been postponed for two weeks, at 
tho end of which nine wo trust that it 
will bo taken up and passed. Tho 
.English system of employing two men 
to do one, man's work will not answer 
in a now Colony. In Brith.h Colunru 
bia, by an order ot Court, Chiel Jus- 
tico Bogbio long ago struck down tho 
barrier that coutined tho members ot 
ono branch ol the Profession to prac- 
tice within iho prescribed limits of 
that branch, and rendered law an ox u 
pensive luxury, when it should bo 
made so cheup and inexpensive that 
all who feel thoy have sustained 
a grievanoo may not be debarred, for 
want of- iueaus, from carrying their 
"(fuses into Court. Wo are decidedly in 
favor ol allowing any legal gentleman, 
proporly qualified to practico in one 
branch of the Profession, to take a 
case in hand and carry it through its 
various phases without consulting any 
person besides his client, Such, wo 
understand, are the provisions ol tho 
bill now before tho Council, and wo 
hopo soon to bo able to boast that it 
oooupioB a placo among the statutes of 
the Colony.

Tho alarm 
caused by these events is about over and th° 
excitement is rapidly subsiding.'

London, Fob 18 — Evening — Tho cause of the 
Fenian outbreak is buried in obscurity, some 
say it was caused by the arro.lt of tho Ameri- 
can Capt. Moriarty, others that his prompt 
arrest alone prevented a general outbreak. 
The Information first eainu through anonyi 
mous note to tho servant of Earl Konmare, 
stating that the rising was planned in Killar« 
any, and thai tho leaders would march from 
Oahirciveen Inst night. Oonstablcsjvrsra sent 
out and tliey met a wagon in which they found 
Moriarty, who was taken prisoner ; on search- 
ing bis person they found loiters confirming 
the assertion of the note. A policeman named 
Dagan was sent to Oahirciveen to warn the 
police. A party of rebels caught him, found 
the papers which ho refused to give up, He 
attempted to cscapo when they firod and 
badly wounded hira. As far as known ho 
was the only person hurt.

Entitled An Ordinnnco to assimilate ami 
amend the Law prohibiting tho sale or 
Intoxicating Liquor to Indians. 
WHEREAS, it is expedient to assimilato 
tho Law prohibiting tho sale or gift of Iu- 
toxioating Liquor to Indians in all parts of 
Ihe Colony ol British Columbia, and to 
amend the same ; 

l>e it enacted by Ihe Governor of British 
Columbia, by and with the advice and con- 
sent nf tho Legislative Council thereof, as 
follows : 

I. The Indian Liquor Aol, 1860," of the 
Colony of Vancouver Island and its Depen- 
dencies, and " The Indian Liquor Ordinance, 
18(>5," of the Colony of British Columbia, 
are hereby repealed. Provided however ihul 
such repeal shall not hnvo the eOect ol re- 
vising any Proclamations, Ordinances, or 
Acts respectively repouled by thu euid Act 
or Ordinance hereby repealed or ti'hor ol 
them; and provided that all liabilities and 
penalties imposed and accruing duo under 
the said ri pealed Act and Ordinance or 
cither of them, and all remedies and punish- 
ments for recovering and enforcing Ihe same, 
shall still, notwithstanding sucli repeal, remain 
in full lorce and effect and be capable of 
being enforced and indicted as if such Act 
and Ordinance wore still in force, but uot 
further or otherwise. 

II. Any person Belling, bartering, or giv- 
ing Intoxicating Liquor to any Indian of the 
Continent of North America, or ol thj Is- 
lands adjacent thereto, shall bo liublo on 
conviction for each offence, to a fine not rx 
ceeding £100, and imprisonment not exceed- 
ing (> months. 

III. When it shall be proved to tho satis- 
faction of the convicting Justice, that the 
person charged has been before convicted 
under this Ordinance, or either ol ihe Act 
or Ordinance hereby repealed, tho Justice 
may, on conviction, commit such offender to 
prison lor a term not exceeding twelve 
months with hard labour, without tho option 
ol a fine, should such Justice see fit to do so. 

IV. In any case where it shall be proved 
to the satisfaction of tho convicting Justice 
dial tho offender has not attained the age ol 
10 years, the Justice may order such offen- 
der to be once or twice privately whipped, in 
lieu of or in addition to ihe aforesaid penal- 
ties at the discretion ol the Justice. 

V. Any person found in posses-ion of In- 
toxicating Liquor of any description in tho 
house, tent, ir place of abode of any Indian, 
is liable under this Ordinance lo be deemed 
prima facie to be In such bouse, tent, or 
place ol abode, foi the purpose of giving 
gnch Intoxicating Liquor to Indians. 

VI. Any person holding u wholesale or 
retail Liquor License in the Colony, who 
shall be convicted under this Ordinance, shall 
be liable to the lorleiture ol his License, in 
addition to the other pen Iti s, and shall not 
be entitled to a renewal of such License in 
ai.y part of tho Colony, for a term of two 
years Irom the dale of such conviction. 

VII. When it shall be proved before any 
Justice, that any vessel, boat, canoe, or con- 
veyance of any description, whether on the 
Coast of British Columbia, or on any river, 
lake, or stream in the Colony, is employed 
in carrying Intoxicating Liquor to be sup- 
plied to any Indian or Indians, such vessel, 
boat, canoe, or conveyance so employed, shall 
be declared forfeited; and every person en - 
gaged in thu conveyance, sale or distribu- 
tion ofsuoh liquor in manner aforesaid, on 
board of such vessel, bo it, canoe, or convey 
ance so employed, shall be liable to all Ihe 
penalties provided lor under this Ordinance 
lor persons convicted ol selliDg liquor to In- 
dians. 

VIII. It shall bo lawful, nevertheless, for 
any Justice betore whom any charge is 
brought under this Ordinanoe, notwithstand- 
ing anything herein contained lo the contrary, 
to acquit any person who has giV'-n Intoxicat- 
ing Liquor to Indians, medicinally or under 
such other circumstances as may appear 
justifiable. 

IX. Any person giving information lcad- 
ini! to the conviction of any person under ttiis 
Ordinance, shall be entitled to receive one- 
third ol any pecuniary penalty inflicted under 
this Ordinance, al the discretion ot tho con- 
victing .Justice. 

X. It shad bo lawlul for any Officer of 
On .loins, or for any Superintendent or In- 
spector ol Police, or any other Ollicor spec- 
ially appointed by the Governor (or that 
purpose, or for any Officer of Her Majesty's 
Navy on lull pay, al his discretion to rum- 
mage and search lor fermented, spriluotu or

I. All Bnrristors-at-Law who worn duly 
admitted and entitled to practice in the lute 
Colony of Vancouver Island and its Depen- 
dencies, ut tho date of the said Proclama- 
tion, and not now admitted in the Courts of 
Justico ol British Columbia, shall be deemed 
to have then been and to be duly entitled to 
practice as Barristors-at-Law of the Courts 
of Justice ol the Colony of British Columbia, 
in the samo manner us if they had likewise 
been at such dale duly admitted pursuant lo 
the ''Legal Professions Act, 180IS."

man at Port Tnwnsend, Paget Sound, which 
will be found to endorse our article of yostor« 
day morning in favor of encouraging the 
construction of ships^ in ilio vicinity. Alter 
uliuding to tho fact fruit two largo echooutra 
ore in course of construction there for tho 
Asiatic Cotifishing trudo, the writer says ; 
" Tho attention of ship-builders is especially 
called to the extraordinary facilities and in- 
ducements held out by our saw Villers near 
this placo, who have all and every conveni- 
ence noeded in ibe construction of vessels ol 
every size. Being well supplied with healthy 
working oxen, the builders can easily supply 
themselves with all kinds of long limber in 
tho imnifldiale vicinity of tho mills — such as 
keel pieces, keelsons, musts and spars, rang- 
ing from 150 feet in length or lees ; aided fir 
for flout and beam limber of 50 feet or under, 
and every stick or plank of rough dimensions 
may be had for §5 per 1,000 feet. Deck, 
main, and bend plenty dressed of any 
thickness, from clear fir timber, may bo bad 
nt the low figure of £10 per 1,000 feet, while 
fir bulwark plank and cedar finishing boards 
dressed lo suit, rnuy be hadut the same price.

POISONING . 

Maty Ann McFuddon and Mary Ann

struction of bluo jays, crows, A;e ; 1 ct id not 
see ,1 have effect on any ol iheru : did 
not tell my wife or warn her about it ; I think 
the bottle produced is it. 

By the prosecution— I received it from 
Mr Sampson a lew weeks alter tho poison 
was said to bo administered; 1 did not bring 
it to Victoiiaj 

By a Juror — Tho bottlo was full when 1 
bought it. 

Examination ol Sampson resumed— I was 
present when the prisoner was examined ; I 
know that Mrs Gufihhs is u| p esenl here. 

Ellen Griffiths, examined— I reside at Sail 
Spring bland; ray husband is a settler 
there ; recollect the poisoning case in Ooto- 
bor last : was acquainted with the prisoner ; 
bad no conversation wiih the piisouer, nor 
was I present at ibe time. 

Dr Davie, examined— 1 have examined the 
contents of the bottle; it is strychnine , have 
beHti present during ihis trial ; 1 heard of the 
symptoms ol McFadden; they uro those of 
the derangement produced from the breuklast 
partaken of ; Ibe unbaked bread and the 
berry wine ( laughter). 

Cross-examined— Strychnine when diluted 
is colorless ; iho vomiting I attribute to an 
overloaded stomach, and nature had lo hud 
vent; tba symptoms could not have been the 
rcsull ol Btrycbniue; had the patient tuken 
tho balance ot what remained in the bottle, 
half a drachm say, convulsive spasms would 
have come on and the patient could not have 
lived ; ihe case would be all but hopelo s. 

To the Court — A small quantity, say Iho 
'2;>ih part of a grain, would have alfeeted or 
us isted digestion ; the symptoms were a suf- 
ficient pioof that strychnine had not been ad- 
ministered ; the breakfast would account for 
McFadden's symptoms (laughter) The cure, 
it any, is the stomach pump (or strychnine ; 
chloroform has a good namo— it relaxes the 
in u-olos. 

Ihe Court — I have come to the conclu- 
sion, Mr Solicitor, to discharge Ihe irhole 



Ilia Lordship made a brief and impartial 
charge.

Tho custody ol the child Mo Fad den 
was given by the (Jour! to her father, she 
having received iho admonition of His Lord- 
ship to ever loot; on this us a lesson through 
life. The father, who was willing to concede 
lorgivonoss, then took her away.
